Look for station KGKPH to transmit the West Coast Run on three bands 
on July 12 at 0400z (local time 9 PM PDT on July 11). The code 
speeds will remain at 10 to 40 WPM. The frequencies are: 3590, 
7047.5 and 14047.5 kHz.
